PLANS FOR BETTER ROADS 



The Lake County Good Roods associa- 
tion met Wednesday in the county court 
'house .elected officers and discussed 
plans for improving the county roads # 
'The following' were elected: 

Geo. Renehan, Round Lake, president 

Frank Dunn, Antioch, >ice president. 

C. F. Richards, Antioch, secretary. 

Emil Ficke, treasurer. 

The president will appoint five com 
•mi t tees to serve in various capacities in 
•connection .with good roads work. 

'Charles H. Russell, county superin- 
tendent of roads, occupied the associa- 
tion's afternoon session explaining the 
.plans of action for the coming year, 
and the new one commissioner system, 
being put into effect. 

One .of theimportnnt matters taken 
up by-Mr. Russell was the legal re- 
sponsibility of road commissioners who 
•contract for improvements, labor .or 
machinery in amounts greater than $200 
unless their' firstsecure permission from 
the superintendent. This responsibility 
does not expire with relinquishments 
of the office, Mr. Russell warned. 

One of the important matters taken 
'•creased to such an extent that the 
naming of all roods has 'become im- 
perative. The association is consider- 
ing the naming of each /road* the 
name to suffice for its entire ieriEtb. 
The present haphazard naming of roads 
is conflicting and unsatisfactory. The 
plan under consideration is to establish 
a system of naming roads like" city 
•'".streets, and marking them at each 
crossing. ..%.'"' , 

The method of road improvement has 
been a failure . In the past because the 
•counties acted individually. Some coun- 
* ties have been lax in improvement work 
•causing breaks in continuity of good 
roads constructed by enterprising 
•counties. 

From present indications Federal Aid 
Toad improvement work "will be at a 
standstill until after a conclusion'of the 
war. In fact Mr. Russell stated to the 
association members, that Governor 
Lowden has promised to defer state aid 
road building activities.

Postal Law in Regard 
*y- to Raffles and All 

Games of Chance 

• Quite frequently we are asked to give 
a notice of some, event which'. includes 
rafiies, ticket selling and the like. But 
much as we wish to oblige 'we are pro- 
hibited from mentioning. th'eBe. matters 
through The News. In order that the 
public, rnay have a more thorough under- 
standing of the situation we publish 
here a few. sections of the Postal Lb,wb 
in regard, to newspapers, mentioning 
these affairs and We; ask you- 1 to read it 
oyer carefully and then with the know- 
ledge that .it is hot the wish ' of the' 
publisher ; to refuse to comply with your 
request, but that it. is. the order from 
Uncle Sam that he mustdoso, to please 
refrain f rbm asking it • of us. We also 
ask our correspondents to refrain from 
including these things in their, items, 
as we must of necessity cut them out. 
A portion of the Law is as follows: 
"No newspaper, circular, pamphle't^or 
publication of any kind containing any 
advertisement of lottery,- gift enter- 
prise, or scheme of any kind offering 
prizes dependent in whole or in part 
upon lot or .chance, or containing any 
list of the prizes drawn or; awarded by 
means of any such • lottery, gift enter- 
prise or scheme, whether said list con- 
tains any part or all of such prizes shall 
be deposited in, or carriedby the mails 
of the United States; or be delivered by 
any postmaster or letter carrier." 
(The foregoing is contained in . Section 
No. 482 of the Postal Law) and follow- 
ing this up we copy the following from 
the Official Postal Guide. 

"The attention of Postmasters and 
Railway postal clerKs is directed to 
Section-No. 482 of the Postal Laws and 
Regulations, by the provision of which 
NEWSPAPERS or other PUBLICA. 
TIONS of any kind CIRCULARS or 
PAMPHLETS containing advertise- 
ments of lotteries, gift enterprises or 
schemes offering prizes dependent in 
whole or in." part upon lot or chance, or 
lists of the prizes awarded in pursuance 
of such schemes, and all other matter 
relating to them, are DECLARED TO 
BE UNMAILABLE. The terms •'lot- 
tery", gift, enterprise or similsr 
schemes offering prizes dependent In 
whole or in part upon lot or chance," 
as used in that section, include "guess- 
ing" or "estimating contfstsforprizes" 
as well os drawings of all kinds, wheth- 
er general or local, whether for private 
gain or in aid. of charitable, educational 
or rellgeous objects, and whether the 
consideration for chances be money or 
other, thing of value. -Enterprises in 
.which are distributed among purchasers 
of merchandise in stated amounts, or 
among subscribers for publications, or 
for shares of corporate stock, through 
the mediums of drawings or guessing 
contests, are lotteries within the mean- 
ing ofthat section. Publications, cir- 
culars," cards or pamphlets containing 
advertisements of such enterprizes or 
notices, or other information of any 
kind relating to them, should be WITH 
DRAWN FROM THE MAILS, and 
treated in accordance with sections 
547, 547 and 593 of the . Postat Law 
and Regulations.

Not many years before Abraham 
Lincoln became president Mr. and Mr3. 
Lincoln were' fed and sheltered In the 
Globe tavern, Springfield, 111., at four 
dollars "a week. In other terms, they 
each paid two dollars a week for room 
nnd board- at what then was one of 
the best family hotels In the state capi- 
tal. Incredibly cheap? To us today, 
yes, but not to the Amerlcnns of the 
50's and GO'S. The purchasing power 
of a dollar In those days was tre- 
mendous. 

When the Civil war broke out the 
wealth, of the United States waB ap- 
praised at $17,000,000,000. Let us be 
liberal and make it $20,000,000,000 at 
the end of that Internecine strife, the 
total cost of which Was $4,000,000,000. 
At that time the national debt was $2,- 
025,000,006. Put in another way, the 
country had spent In the Civil war one- 
v fifth of her entire wealth. 

What happened? Within eighteen 
years the whole of the ^national debt 
was paid oft; extinguished by a- com- 
monwealth 7wlth only one-third of the 
present population; with little or no 
prestige as a world power; with all 
her railways, half of her city real es- 
tate and CO per cent of her farms mort- 
gaged to European capitalists; with 
bank resources of only $4,000,000,000. 
and with not a dollar's worth of Invest- 
ments abroad. j 
There are, estimates that ere kaiser- j 
ism shall be crushed our national ob- 
ligation .will stand at $20,000,000,000. 
That would mean about 8 per cent Of 
the wealth of the nation (which Is not 
less than $250,000,000,000) or 4 per cent 
less than the percentage In 1805. 

America today Is the leading power, 
.the wealthiest; country In the world. It 
Is a creditor nation. Its railways, real 
estate and farms, are owned by her 
own people and her bank resources to- 
tal ?40,3S9,000,000. 

After this, Is It necessary to. ask if 
a United States government bond Is a 
safe Investment? There is nothing 
safer In the world; nothing which 
promises so rapid and so high an ap- 
preciation once the war Is ended. 
These are the cold facts of the propo- 
sition. There Is another side : the love- 
of-country,. the love-of-Llberty, the 
great-hunianlty-cnuse side.

Wednesday afternoon Jas. Sterns, an 
employe at the California ice house, 
met with quite, a serious injury while 
on his way from the ice house to this 
village. Ab he was nearing the rail- 
road crossing a switch engine came by, 
this frightened his horse and before be 
could gee it under control, it swung 
quickly around and he was thrown from 
the rig and quite seriously injured. 

A physician was culled and upon the 
discovery that besides having two ribs 
broken, he was suffering from an injur- 
ed kidney it was deemed advisable to 
take him to the hospital at once. An 
x-ray picture was taken, but up to press 
time no further word has been received 
from him. 



Within the last few months the ter- 
rible Jmbonlc plague has been sweep- 
ing over western China. Starting in 
Mongolia, it crossed the great wall arid, 
with appalling speed, Invaded provineo 
after province. And China— great, 
helpless China — is unable to care for 
Its unfortunate people. Missionaries 
and the Rockefeller institute have been 
doing much to alleviate suffering, but 
their efforts have been little enough to 
stem the tide of the dread disease. 
China lacks the organlzatioa and the 
Initiative to do much more than bow 
before the Inevitable. 

"There is a lesson for America at 
this time In the conditions In China," 
said a United States army medical of- 
ficer a few days ago. '-'The United 
States Is at war. Food; guns, clothing 
are needed for the soldiers, and ships 
are necessary to carry them to the bat- 
tlefields In Europe. To conduct this 
enormous business of war, money is 
needed— billions In money. If the na- 
tion does not show Initiative and or- 
ganization, If every Individual and 
every community are not' closely knit 
to every other Individual and. every 
other community and Interest by a 
common impulse, a common. purpose to 
defeat the enemy, America will fnll In 
this war as surely as China has failed 
in her hopeless battle against the bu- 
bonic plague. 

"Every man, woman nnd child should 
contribute to the limit toward the suc- 
cess of the third Liberty loan. There 
must be no sectional feeling, no racial 
hatreds, no ancient grudges, no po- 
litical ambitions, no community inter- 
ests or Individual schemes to stand In 
the way. If tills nation of more than 
a hundred million souls stands together 
as one, the government at Washington 
will be provided with the money with 
which to finance ourselves nnd out al- 
lies' in this war against a selfish and 
autocratic power; that plots our politi- 
cal and commercial ruin as It plotted 
and accomplished the ruin of Belgium 
and Serbia and northern France. 

"A* prominent politician once pro-' 
tested against the 'Chlnafylng of the 
United States.* Let the United States 
prove to itself arid to tlie common foe 
that there Is nothing of China's help- 
lessness In us. It can do so by acting 
with a single purpose in. this matter 
of a world war for democracy," 



Last Thursday's Fire 
Should Serve as 
a Sufficient Warning 

Let ub take a warning from the ex- 
perience of last Thursday afternoon, 
and before the time comes, when Anti- 
och shall be swept by a most disaster- 
out fire, make some kind of a provision 
whereby the alarm of fire may be more 
quickly and thoroughly spread. 

When the bell was in its former lo. 
cation, near the standpipe, it was 
thought to be too low, but since its re- 
moval to its present position, in the 
rear of the opera house and the other 
brick building on Lake street, its ring-, 
ing scarcely penetrates the business 
section. . In /act not over a dozen per- 
sons noticed it ringing last Thursday 
afternoon, when the alarm was turned 
in from Chinn's. Consequently the 
firemen were slow in getting started, 
and this coupled with the fact that 
, so long a time elapsed before it rang at 
all came very near costing Chinn the 
loss on his entire property. Under the 
present conditions the delay was un- 
avoidable for when central received the 
alarm she had difficulty in getting the 
Powles market, and when she did there 
was no one there who could ring the 
bell, Kelly's garage was also vacant 
and after several minutes of lost time 
Wm. Christian was located and he 
sounded the alarm, and thus it was 
that the flames gained so strong a head- 
way. 

A couple of years ago the firemen 
purchased a dynamo. to ring the bell, 
with the idea that the bell was to be 
moved to the village hall a more cen- 
tral location and in the business district. 
The dynamo was to be so connected 
that when central. received the call she 
had only to touch a button to set the 
bell in motion, thus doing away with 
all delay. The Public Service company 
at that time offered to do the wireing 
free of charge. 

' But for no apparent reason, other than 
the lack of push, the plan died a natur- 
al death, or at least has been forgotten 
in the rush of other events. 

But now we have had a forcable re. 
minder that the time has come when 
something should be done, to either 
revive the old plan or to advance a bet- 
ter one. One thing is certain some- 
thing is wrong. Is it the . bell, the lo- 
cation or the system? Let us benefit 
by this recent experience, and improve 
conditions before we meet with a ser- 
ious loss.

Late last Thursday afternoon a fire 
broke outat the home of W. J. Chinn 
home and for a time it looked as though 
the whole place would be destroyed. The 
fire was caused by the wind blowing 
sparks from a bon fire into a stack of 
hay that was very close to the barn. 
The barn ignited from the hay and very 
soon the flames were communicated to 
the house. A strong wind was blowing, 
but very fortunately it was from the 
east and thus blew .the flames away 
from other buildings. 

So strong a headway had the fire 
made before help arrived that the barn 
was completely destroyed' and it was 
with difficulty that the house was saved. 
In fact had it been a frame structure 
instead of cement, it could not have 
been saved. The household goods were 
hurriedly removed from tho building 
but fortunately the fire was extinguish- 
ed before much damage was done to the 
inside. 

The down stairs rooms on the north 
end. of the house were badlv smoked 
and soaked, the upstairs rooms were 
somewhat damaged by the fire and the 
cornice and roof were badly burned. 
The loss to the dwelling is estimated at 
about $300 covered by insurance. The 
damage to the furniture was estimated 
by the adjuster at $111. The barn which 
was completely destroyed was covered 
by an insurance of $200. The hay, of 
which there was about three tons, and 
the oals, of .which there was about 
seventy-five bushel; were a complete 
loss. 

in connection with this fire it is a 
fitting time to' mention that between 
two and three years ago the village 
board purchased five hundred feet of 
new fire hose, for , which they were 
quite freely censured, many of our 
citizens believing- .that it would never 
be used. In fact it never waB until 
last Thursday, when it was needed 
moat urgently. The hydrant is situat- 
ed to the standpipe and from there it 
would have been impossible to come 
any where near the fire had it not been 
for this length of new hose.

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^Official Statements of Government Departments Disclose Activities 
of United States iii Past Twelve Months — Land Forces 
now Aggregate More Than Million and Half 
Men— Navy Personnel Tripled.

in The United States has been at war 
Kor one your. . What hns It uccom- 
Fpllshed In that time? The govern- 
[meat's committee on public Informa- 
tion answers that question in n re- 
view of the first year of the war which 
it has Issued on the first anniversary 
of the beginning of the war. The war 
and . navy departments, the . slflpplng 
board and the treasury deportment 
have authorized the statements con- 
tained In this review. It Is declared. 

The outstanding feature of the first 
year of war, i it is pointed out 
In the review, has been the transfor- 
mation of "the standing army and Na- 
tional Guard, composed of ,0,524 oill- 
Vers and 202,510 men Into a fighting 
force that now aggregates 123,801 of- 
ficers and 1,528,924 enlisted men. 

A statement of the adjutant general 
■hows that the regular army which In 
April, 1017, comprised 5,701 officers 
and 121,707 men, now Is made up of 
10,098 officers and 503,142 men. The 
National Guard In April, 1917, Includ- 
ed 3,733 officers and 70,713 men, while 
now it comprises 10.893 officers and 
431,583 men. The reserve corps In 
service one year ago Included 4,000 
men. Now It Includes 90.210 officers 
and 77.300 men. The National army, 
which did not exist one year ago, now 
"includes 510,839 men. 

A substantial vanguard (military 
expediency prohibiting publication of 
actual numbers) of this army is meet- 
ing the enemy in France today or is en- 
camped there awaiting the call to the 
trenches; in 16 cantonments and 16 
camps and on numerous aviation fields 
and In a variety of other schools In 
all parts of the United States the men 
of the remaining army are hardening 
and training for their part in the great 
contest overseas. 

Behind the activities of this vast 
force lies a great Industry organized 
to produce an adequate supply of mu- 
nitions, equipment, and provisions, 
and to provide transportation to the 
firing line, almost every, branch of 
essential Industry of the country hav- 
ing been drawn upon to produce these 
material requirements. 

Expeditionary Forces. 
1 Military necessity particularly for- 
bids a detailed review of the activities 
of the American expeditionary forces. 
General Pershing and his staff ar- 
rived in Paris on June 14, 1917. 09 
flays after the declaration of -war. The 
first American troops arrived in 
France on June 20. On .July 4, In cel- 
ebration of our natal day and a new 
fight for liberty, American troops pa- 
raded the streets of Paris and were 
greeted as the forerunners of great 
American armies and vast quantities 
of supplies and ammunitions. 

On October 10, 1917, 187 days after 
the war was declared, American sol- 
diers went on the firing line. In Jan- 
uary American soldiers took over per- 
manently a purt of the line as an 
American sector, and this line Is grad- 
ually lengthening. 

Behind the fighting line In Frnnce 
the American' forces have scientifically 
prepared a groundwork of camps, com- 
munications, supply bases, and works 
!n anticipation of operations by the 
full force of the army. They are 
building and have built railroads, hos- 
pitals, ordnance, bases, and docks In 
France. They have constructed Im- 
mense barracks, erected sawmills, re- 
claimed agricultural lands, and car- 
ried forward many Incidental enter- 
prises. 

The construction of an ordnance 
base In France, costing $25,000,000, is 
now well under way. Great quantities 
of material used In the foreign con- 
struction work have been shipped from 
the United States— from fabricated 
ironwork for an ordnance shop to nulls 
and crosstles for railroads, and even 
the piles to build docks. 

/AH the while there has been a fairly 
even flow of men and materials from 
the United States to France. The men 
in the trenches, back of the lines, on 
the construction projects, and in the 
hospitals have been steadily supplied. 
Our losses at sen, In men and mate- 
rials, have been gratlfylngly small. 
The greatest single loss occurred on 
February 5, when the British ship 
Tuscnnla was torpedoed and sunk. 
The bodies of 144 soldiers,- en route to 
France, have been found and 55 others 
were still missing on March 10. 

To secure an adequate number of 
competent officers to lead the new 
armies various plnns were devised. 
Two classes at West Point were grad- 
uated In advance of the usual gradu- 
ating'* dates and speclnl examinations 
were held In various parts of the court- 
try for appointments from civil life. 
Three series of officers'. training cam;»s 
have been held. Of 03.203 cnndldn* > 
in the first two series of camps 44,578 
qualified' -and were awarded commlsr 



sions. In the third series of camps, 
opened January 5, 1918. about 18.000 
candidates, consisting largely of en- 
listed men, have been In attendance. 
Corps of Engineers. - 
At the beginning of the war the en- 
gineer troops consisted of three regi- 
ments of pioneer engineers, with 
trains, one mounted company, one en- 
gineer detachment at" West Point. The 
aggregate strength was approximate- 
ly 4.125 officers and enlisted men. At 
present the aggregnte authorized 
strength Is over 200.000, with an act- 
ual streagth of approximately 120.000. 
Of the special engineer units re- 
cruited for service on railways and In 
the maintenance of lines of communi- 
cation, mnny are already In France 
and others are awaiting recruitment 
to full strength In order to be ready 
for overseas service. The first en- 
gineer troops, 1,100 strong, to be sent 
abroad, arrived in France about three 
months after war was declared. Since 
that time the number l>ns been grently 
augmented: These troops have been 
constantly engaged In general en- 
gineering work. Including the con- 
struction of railways, docks, wharves; 
cantonments, and hospitals for the use 
of the American expeditionary forces. 
They have, in some Instances, In the 
performance of their duties, engaged 
la active combat with the enemy. 
Ordnance Department. 
Since the outbreak of war the 
commissioned . personnel of the ord- 
nance department has expanded from 
97 officers, operating with yearly ap- 
propriations of about $14,000,000 and 
with manufacture lurgely confined to 
government arsennls, to 5,000 officers 
in this country nnd abroad, transacting 
an unprecedented war program for the 
supply of ordnance, the total direct 
appropriations nnd contract authoriza- 
tions for one year having been $4,- 
750.503.185. 

While building the foundation for 
greater production, the ordnnnce de- 
partment has provided 1.400,000 rifles; 
has brought the rate of rifle production 
up to 45,000 per week, sufficient to 
equip three army divisions; secured 
deliveries on more than 17.000 ma- 
chine guns; brought the rate of pro- 
duction of mnchlne guns from 20,000 
to 225,000 per year; Increased the rate 
of production of 3% to 0-inch cali- 
ber guns from 1.500 to 15.000 per year; 
and has arranged for the manufacture 
of some 35,000 motortrucks and trac- 
tors for hauling heavy guns nnd am- 
munition, which are being delivered 
almost as fast as they can be shipped. 
One billion rounds of ammunition 
has been purchased for the training 
of troops in the cantonments alone. 

An Idea of the extent of the ord- 
nnnce. program may be gained from 
the following few Items of purchase: 
Twenty-three million hand grenades, 
725.000 automatic pistols, 250,000 re- 
volvers; 23.000.000 projectiles' for all 
calibers of heavy artillery* '427,240,000 
pounds of explosives. 240,000 machine 
guns, and 2,484,000 rifles. 

Quartermaster Corps. • 
The magnitude of the work of the 
quartermaster corps Is Indicated by 
the operation of the subsistence divi- 
sion, which Is charged with the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that food sup- 
plies for the army are available at all 
stations from the Philippines to. Lor- 
raine. Purchases recently made in- 
cluded 40.000,000 pounds dried beans, 
110,000,000 cans baked beans of the 
1917 crop, 05,184,475 cans of tomatoes, 
91.000,000 cans of condensed milk, and 
20,2^7,000 pounds of prunes. 

The establishment of the subsistence 
division centralized the purchases of 
foodstuffs for the army, previous to 
which such products were distributed 
through the depot quartermaster. Ef- 
fective January V the central control 
system has resulted In greater * effi- 
ciency and n big saving. In January, 
for. Instnnce, $100,000 was saved under 
this system as compared -with 1 the 
prices obtained by depot quartermas- 
ters, and In February a saving of 
$39,740 was made on potatoes alone.. 
The central control system Is still be- 
ing perfected. 

• Production of 10,000 new automobile 
trucks is In progress for the, army, in 
addition to purchases of 3.520. passen- 
ger cars, 0.120 motorcycles^ and 5,040' 
bicycles, .with appropriate' repair and' 
rcplucempnt equipment. 

In three months the enntonment di- 
vision of the quartermaster general's 
department built 10 cantonments, each 
one practically a smull. city .'.compris- 
ing about 1,400 separate buildings mid 
providing quarters .forvlT.OOQ.nioij, . 
Air Service. - ... . \ • 
The air service has' been called 
upon in the past. 12 months ,tt>; build 
an enormous structure, of the. most 
highly .'trained personnel and the' most I forces.- 



Intricate equipment with practically 
no foundation to start from. 

Three large appropriations, Includ- 
ing the $040,000,000 act passed without 
a roll call, made a total of $091,000,000, 
available for the first year. All of this 
has since been obligated. • 

Last April the air service had/ on 
almost negligible force of 05 officers 
and 1,120 men, 3 small flying fields, 
less than 300 second-rate planes, prac- 
tically no aviation Industry, nnd only 
the most scanty knowledge of the ka- 
leidoscopic development abroad.* The 
first two months of war were required 
to secure information, establish a staff, 
and work out the program finally 
adopted. The problem was twofold- 
first, personnel; and, second, equip- 
ment. 

Today the personnel is" over 100, 
times that of a year ago. practically 
every member a skilled man who has 
gone through . an intensive course of 
training. Schools of 11 different* 
kinds have been Instituted, ; courses 
of instruction laid out, and Instruc- 
tors secured, Including foreign ex- 
perts lu a score of Hues. 

Development of Navy. 
The development of the unvy during 
the first year of war has, given the 
greatest satisfaction. Its growth aud 
achievements during this period may 
be epitomized In the following para- 
graphs : 

Strength of the navy today is 
nearly 21.000 officers and 330,000 en- 
listed men; strength, a year ago was 
4,792 officers and 77,940 enlisted' men. 
Estimated total expenditures of the 
navy during first year of wur: Dis- 
bursements and outstanding obliga- 
tions. $1,881,000,000. 

Total naval appropriations, real and 
pending, $3,333,171,005.04. 

American destroyers arrived at a 
British port to assist In putrolllng Eu- 
ropean waters 28 days after the decla- 
ration of war. 

There are now four times as many 
vessels In the naval service us a year 
ago. 

Nearly 73,000 mechanics and other 
civilian employees are working at 
navy yards and stntlons. 

When wnr was declared, 123 naval 
vessels were building, or authorized, 
and contracts have been pluced since 
that time for 949 vessels. 

More than 700 privately owned ves- 
sels have been purchased or chartered 
by the nlivy. 

Six new authorized battleships are 
designed to be of 41,500 tons, the larg- 
est battleships In the world. 

Our 35,000-tnn cruisers, 35 knots, 
will be the fastest In the world, their 
speed equaling the 'fastest destroyers. 
Prompt repairs of 109 interned Ger- 
man ships, partially \vrec*ked by their 
crews, added more than 700,000 tons 
to our available naval and merchant 
tonnage. 

The navy bus developed an Ameri- 
can mine believed to combine all the 
good points of vnrlous types of mines, 
and Is manufacturing them In quanti- 
ties. 

During the yenr the latest type of 
nnval 10-lnch gun was completed for 
our new battleships; It throws a pro- 
jectile weighing 2,100 pounds. *• 

Nuvy. bus In Its possession now a 
stock. "of supplies -sufficient for the 
average requirements for at least one 
year. 

Several hundred submarine chasers, 
built since the war. have been deliv- 
ered to' the navy by 3i ; private con- 
cerns and, six navy yards;* mnny of 
these boats have crossed the Atlantic, 
some In severe 'weather. 

Naval training camps have a ca- 
pacity, of 102,000 In- summer, 94,000 
men In winter. 

Shipbuilding Progress. 
Up to date congress hns nuthorlzed 
$2,034,000,000, of which $1,135,000,000 
hns been appropriated, for the 
United States Shipping board und 
Emergency Fleet corporation; on 
March 1, $353,247.9.15.37 of tills sum 
had been expended. 

The Emergency Fleet corporation 
had requisitioned March 1, 425 steel 
vessels and contracted for 720 steel 
vessels, making a total of 1,145 steel 
ships, of nn nggregnte dead-weight 
tonnnge of 8.10-1.503 tons; It had let 
contracts for 490 wooden vessels, ag- 
gregating approximately 1.715,000 
dead-weight tons; It had repaired and 
put In operation 788.000 dend-wolght 
tonnnge seized from Germany and 
Austria. 

On Mnrrh 5 the building program 
of the Emergency Fleet . corporation 
'was- being carried on In 1R1 plants.

WAR FACTS ARE EXPLAINED 



Nation's Chief. Opens Baltimore's Lib- 
erty Loin Drive , and Celebration 
of Anniversary of America's 
Entrance Into Conflict. 



Baltimore. — Before an audience of 
more than 7,000 people, President 
"Woodrow Wilson opened the Liberty 
Loan drive here. The occasion also 
was In celebration "of the' anniversary 
of America's entrance Into the war. 
The president said': 

"Fellow Citizens: This is the anni- 
versary of our acceptance of Ger- 
many's challenge to fight for our right 
to live and be free and for the sacred 
rights of free men everywhere. 

"The nutlon' la awake. There Is no 
need to call to It. We know what the 
war must cost — our utmost suerlhce, 
the lives of our fittest men, and, If 
need be, all that we possess. 

"Tfie loan we are met to discuss Is 
one of the least parts of what we are 
called upon to give and to do, though* 
In Itself Imperative. 

"The people of the whole country 
are alive to the necessity of It aud are 
ready to lend to the utmost, even 
vyhcre it Involves a sharp skimping and 
dally sacrifice to lend out of meager 
earnings. 

"They will look with reprobation and 
contempt upon those who can and will 
not, upon those who demand a hlRher 
rate of Interest, upon those who think 
of It as a mere commercial transac- 
tion. 

"I have not come, therefore, to urge 
the loan. 1 have come only to give you, 
If I can, a more vivid conception of 



gates spoke In similar terms; piro 
fessed their desire to conclude a fair 
pence and accord to the peoples With 
whose fortunes they were dealing the 
right to choose their own allegiances. 
"We cannot mlstnko what they have 
done In Russia, in Finland, in the, Uk- 
raine, in Itbumanla. . The real test of 
their Justice and fairness has come. 
From this we' may Judge the rest. 

"They are enjoying In Russia a 
cheap triumph In which no brave or 
gallant nation can take a pride. A 
great people, .helpless by their own 
act', lies- for, the time. at their mercy. 

"Their fair professions are forgot- 
ten.: They, nowhere set up Justice, but 
everywhere impose their power and ex- 
ploit everything for their own use and 
aggrandizement; nnd the peoples of 
conquered provinces are invited to be. 
free under their dominion. 

"Are ; we not Justified In believing 
that they would do the same thing at 
their western front If they were not 
there face to face .with armies whom 
even v their countless divisions cannot 
overcome. 

. "If, when they have felt their check 
to. be final, they should propose fa- 
vorable and equitable terras with re- 
gard to Belgium and France and Italy, 
could they blame us If we concluded 
that they did so only to assure them- 
selves- of a free hand In Russia and 
the east? 

World Dominion Built In East. 
"Their purpose Is undoubtedly to 
make all the Slavic peoples, all the 
free and ambitious peoples of the Bal- 
tic peninsula, all the lands' that Tur- 
key has dominated and misruled, sub- 
ject to their will and ambition, and 
build upon that dominion an empire 
of force upon which they fancy that, 
they can then erect an empire of gain 
and commercial supremacy — nn em- 
pire as hostile to the Americas as to 
the Europe which It will overawe — an 
t«lhplre which will ultimately master 
'tyrsln, Indln, and the peoples of the 
far East. 

"In such a program our Ideals, the 
Ideals of Justice and humanity and lib- 
erty, the principle of the free self- 
determination of nations upou which 
all the modern world Insists, can play 
no part.

clearly disclosed now than ever be- 
fore. 

"It Is easy to see Just what this par- 
ticular loan means because the cause 
we are fighting for. stands more sharp- 
ly revenled than nt any previous crisis 
of the momentous struggle. 

"The man who knows least can now 
sec plainly how the cause of Justice 
stands and what the Imperishable 
thing Is he is asked to Invest In. 
The Coat of Defeat. 
"Men in America may be more sure 
than they ever were before that the 
cause is their own, and that. If It 
should he lost, their own great nation's 
place and mission In the world would 
be lost with It. I 

"I call you. to witness, my fellow 
countrymen, that nt no stage of this 
terrible business have I Judged the 
purposes offlermony Intempenitely. 

"I should be ashamed In the pres- 
ence of. affairs so grave, so fraught 
with the. destinies of mnnklnd through- 
out all the world, to speak with trucu- 
lence, to use the weak language of 
hatred or vindictive, purpose. We must 
Judge as we. would be Judged. 

"I have- sought to learn the objects 
Germany has In this war from the 
mouths t of her own spokesmen and to 
deal as frankly with them as I wished 
them to deal with me. 
. "I have laid bnre our own Ideals, our 
own purposes without reserve or doubt* 
ful phrase and have asked them to say 
as plainly what It Is they seek. 

Being Just to Germany. 
"We have ourselves proposed no In- 
justice, no aggression. We are ready, 
whenever the final reckoning is made, 
to be Just to the Gcrmnn people, deal 
fairly with the German power, as with 
all others. 

"There can he no differences In peo- 
ples In the final Judgment If It Is In- 
deed to be a righteous judgment. To 
propose anything but Justice, even- 
handed nnd dispassionate Justice, to 
Germany at any time, whatever the 
outcome of the wnr, would be to re- 
nounce and dishonor our own cause. 
For we ask nothing that we are not 
willing to accord. 

"It hns. been with this thought that 
I have sought to learn from those who 
spoke for flermnny whether It was Jus- 
tice or dominion or the execution of 
their own will upon the other nations 
of the world that the German leaders 
were seeking. 

"They have answered, answered In 
unmistakable terms. They have avow- 
ed that It was not Justice but domin- 
ion and the' unhindered execution of 
their own will. 

What Peace Should Be Baaed On. . 

"Her present chancellor has said — 
In Indefinite and uncertain terms, In- 
deed, and, In phrases that often seem to 
deny their own, .meaning, hut with. such 
plainness as lie .thought prudent — that 
he believed that peace should be .bused 
upon the principles which we had de- 
clared would be our own In the- final, 
settlement.

Would Mean World .Conflict. 
"This program once carried out, 
America and all who care or dare to 
stand with her must arm and prepare 
themselves to contest the mattery of 
the world, a mastery In which the 
rights of common men, the rights of 
women and of nil who are weak, must 
for the time being be trodden under 
foot, nnd disregarded, and the old. age- 
long struggle for freedom nnd right 
begin again at Its beginning. 

"Everything America hns lived for 
and grown great to vindicate and 
bring to a glorious realization will 
Have fallen In utter ruin and the gates 
of mercy once more pitilessly shut up- 
on mankind. 

"The thing Is preposterous nnd Im- 
possible; and yet, Is not that what the 
whole, course and action of the Ger- 
man armies have meant, wherever they 
have moved? I do not wish, even In 
this movement of utter disillusionment, 
to Judge harshly or unrighteously. I 
Judge only by what the German arms 
have accomplished with unpltylng 
thoroughness throughout every fair re» 
glon they have touched. 

"What, then, are we to do? For my- 
self, 1 am ready, ready still, ready even 
now, to discuss a fair. Just and honest 
peace at any time that It Is sincerely 
proposed— a pence In, -which the strong 
find the weak shall fare alike. But 
the answer, when 1 proposed such -.a 
pence, came from the Gennnn coniinnn- 
ders In Russia and I cannot mistake 
the meaning of the nnswer. 
"Force to Utmost" Only Answer. 
"I accept the challenge. 
"1 know that you accept It. All the 
world shall .know thnt you accept It. 
It shall appear In the utter sacrifice 
nnd self-fogetfulness with which we 
shall give all thnt we love and all that 
we have to redeem the world and make 
It fit for free men like ourselves to 
live in. 

"This now Is the meaning of all that 
we tin. Let everything that we say, 
my fellow countrymen, everything that 
we henceforth plan and accomplish, 
ring true to this response till the majes- 
ty and might of our concerted power 
shall fill the thought and utterly defeat 
the force of those, who flout und mis- 
prize what we honor and hold dear.' 

"fifnnnny. has once more said that 
•force alone, shall decide whether. Jus- 
tice and peace. shall reign, In the af" 
fairs of men. whether right' as Amer- 
ica .conceives , It or dominion as she 
conceives It shall determlue the des- 
tinies of mankind. 

"There is. 1 therefore, but one 're- 
sponse possible from us: Force, force 
to the utmost, force without stint or 
limit; the righteous and triumphant 
force which shall make right the law 
of the world and cast' every selfish 
dominion down In the dust."

The treasury department Issued the 
following statement : 

"Payment In fulljnny be made with' 
the application on or before Muy 4, 
but bonds will not be delivered before 
May or any subsequent lostnllment 
date. 

"Payment of nny Installment. In- 
eluding the first Installment of 5 per 
cent, or payment In full, may be made 
In treasury certificates of Indebtedness 
except those maturing April* 22 and 
June 25. 

•^Qualified depositary bnuks. and 
trust companies may make payment 
by credit upon the subscription of 
themselves and their customers, but 
only to. the extent^ that they cannot 
make payment In treasury certlllcajes 
of Indebtedness. 

"Third Liberty loan bonds which 
have been owned by u person for six 
months prior to the-datc of his death' 
will be acceptable at pur and accrued 
Interest in payment of United States 
Inheritance taxes upon his estate. 
This applies also to 4# per cent bonds 
Issued upon, conversion." 

The amount of the loan will be $3,- 
000,000,000, the right being reserved 
to.allot boods up to tho'full amount of 
any oversubscription.

Robert P. Prager- Was Killed for Mak- 
' In Alleged Disloyal Utterances 
to M In era at Mary- . 
vllle, III. 

* 

Washington, April 8.— Attorney Gen- 
eral Gregory took to the cabinet meet- 
In on Friday a report of the lynching 
of it German, ilobcrt P. Prager, at 
Colllnsvllle, HI., for discussion with 
President Wilson. The government Is 
expected to denounce the .mob's law- 
less act and to exfiress the hope that 
there will be ao repetition cleswhere. 

Officials made plain that they de- 
plored the Incident, both because of 
the effect In this country and also be- 
cause It Is feared reprisals muy be 
-made In Germany on Americans. 

Until power Is glveo thejederul gov- 
ernment, as provided In a pending bill, 
to punish persons making disloyal ut- 
terances, department of Justice ofliclals 
fear more lynchlngs. - 
\ This outbreak was the first report 
reaching here of such extreme mob 
violence to a German, although officials 
who have observed the general feel- 
ing agalast Germans have feared such 
occurrences. 

Springfield, III.. April 8.— In a state- 
Governor Lowden declared he would 
use the force of his office to see that 
persons guilty of the lynching were 
brought to punishment. To this end 
representatives of the office, of the at- 
torney general nnd the ndjutnnt gen- 
eral were dispatched to the scene of 
the mob violence. 

If the regularly constituted pence of- 
ficers In .Madleon county nod Vicinity 
•were not able to maintain order, the 
governor said, there would be nothing 
left for him to do but declare martial 
law. 

Colllnsvllle, III., April 8.— Robert P. 
Prager, forty-live years old nad Ger- 
man born, nfter twice escaping mob 
violence, was hanged to n tree on 
Thursday by a mob of 350 persons, 
who; declared he'hud nuide disloyal ut- 
terances. Ho wns dragged from the 
basement of the city mill here where 
he was hiding, escorted barefooted 
through the mnln street of the city to 
n point one mile west of here on the 
road lending to St. Louis, nnd there 
his body was found later dangling to 
the limb of a tree. 

Prager was a conl miner and on 
Thursday was In Muryvllle, 111., where 
Jie addressed miners on socialism. In 
his talk he Is said to have made re- 
marks derogatory to President Wil- 
son. -Miners there became angry nnd 
when they threatened to do him bodily 
■harm he escaped to Colllnsvllle, his 
home. Some of the miners, however, 
followed him nnd described his , ac- 
tions to locnl persons. A crowd soon 
gathered and Prager was taken from 
his home nnd led barefooted through 
the street waving an American flag. 

He was dragged down the street and 
beyond the city limits, the 'crowd 
threatening to shoot If the officers ap- 
proached. The lynching followed. ,

French Artillery Inflicts Heavy Losses 
on Germans In Fighting at Grl- 
vesnea and at Thennes— Many Com- 
panies Are Reduced to Fifty— An- 
other Drive Expected by Allies. 



Paris, April 8.— The French offlclal 
report says: "The French repulsed a 
German attack In the region of Qrl- 
vesnes. 

"West of Noyon a German detach- 
ment which had succeeded In gaining 
a foothold In the nrtviwod French 
tranches was Immediately ejected by 
u counter-attack. 

"On the Olse front the Germans re- 
newed their assaults In the region of 
Chauuy and Bnrlsis. 

"A German attempt to raid the 
French- lines north of Chemln des 
Dames was unsuccessful. 

"Helms was violently bombarded In 
the course of the night." 

French Block German Drive. 

Paris, April 8.— Attempt* by the Ger- 
irniiH to make gains against the French 
Iroops In the region of Hangard-en- 
Santerre Sunday were blocked, accord- 
ing to the olllclal communication la- 
med on Sunday night. The French ar- 
llllery took under Its tire German 
Iroops at various points north of Mont- 
dldlcr. A strong attack by the Ger- 
oumsls !r. the region of Hill 344 In the 
Verdun sector was put down. 

Allies Hold Their Own. 

The second' phase of the great battle 
ilong the Somme, which the Gennuns 
jegan on Thursday last, has died down. 
It lasted less than three days. 
British Regain Ground. 

London, April 8.— The British ofll- 
clul report Issued on Sunday says: 
"Counter-atlacks carried out by us 
successfully re-established our former 
positions in Aveluy wood and resulted 
In the capture of over 120 prisoners 
and several machine guns. 

"Later In tile day the enemy again 
attacked our positions opposite Al- 
bert, but was repulsed, and nnother 
attack, attempted early in the night 
south of Ilchutcrne, was completely 
broken up by our artillery Are. 

"By a successful minor operation 
carried out by us south of the River 
Somme we Improved our position and 
captured 40 prisoners." 

Line Before Amiens Holds. 

London, April 8. — The Germans con- 
tinue their efforts directly before 
Amiens. They centered' their attack 
in the vicinity of Corbie, In the tri- 
angle between the Ancre mid the 
Somme.' 

Corbie, where great waves of Ger- 
mau Infantry had pressed to the east- 
ern outskirts early Saturday morning, 
according to stuff correspondents' dis- 
patches, remains In possesslou of the 
British. 

German Losses Huge. 

The German casualties in the light- 
ing In the Albert sector oii Friday 
were heavy. At numerous places It 
was possible to see them formlhg for 
(•lie attack, and the British artillery 
and machine guns played havoc uiiioiuj 
the assembling troops; Near llebu- 
terne German concentrations were 
caught In machine gun barrages ou 
three occasions mid badly smashed. 
Fight in. the Open. 

A spectacular feature of the light- 
ing developed at .Vllle-Sun-Aiicre, be- 
low Defuuiicourr. At this point the 
British troops who were advancing for 
a # counter-attack clashed \ in open 
ground with Germans who were com- 
ing forward for another drive at the 
British line, lluud-to-hand lighting of 
the bitterest sort ensued and the Ger- 
mans were finally forced to withdraw. 
Tho lighting about Dernaiicourt was 
Intense and lasted nearly all day. 

German Losses Great. 

On both ends of the line, at'Thcnuc* 
and Grlvesnes, there were severe en- 
counters In which the French obsti- 
nately kept tlie barrier intact against 
furious assaults. A division of the 
German guards suffered especially 
heavy losses. Among the utlnckinjj 
troop's were seven entirely fresh di- 
visions. 

French artillery, mostly Held guns, 
was brought hurriedly to the scene and 
battered the Germans unmercifully. 
Both arilllerymen ami Infantrymen de- 
clared that never hud they had better 
targets. They lired at them until their 
supplies ill' ammunition were ex- 
hausted. 

I'rlsoiiors alllrin that the German 
losses wore terrible. Many companies 
were reduced to lielow lift, v.

There Is Inefllclency, mismanagement, 
grave mistakes thnt even bur natloaal 
leaders have made; there has been 
some graft, no doubt; there has been 
some plnylng of politics ; there has 
been prollteerlng, but all this Is only 
the dross floating to the top of the 
crucible. We were never a military 
nation, you know. The biggest of our 
mistakes, I think, was In our shipbuild- 
ing program, but we were never a ship- 
building nation, either. However, this 
dross Is all being cleared away. 

Fully 00 per cent of the winning of 
this war depends upon us here at home. 1 
We have three great duties upon us 
now as we never had them upon us 
before — those of us who can grow food 
products must grow more than ever; 
we must all aid in the saving of foods, 
and espcclully wheat, meats, and 
sugar; and all of us who can, *hougli 
It may necessitate some sacrllice, must 
buy these new Liberty bonds. Proper- 
ly curried through, these three great 
duties will prove # the overbalancing 
power In the winning of the war, be- 
yond a doubt. The growing of great 
crops and the conservation of food, 
and the buying of Liberty bonds, quick- 
ly mean enough food for our soldiers 
and our allies, and enough ships to 
carry It. If we fall In this the die of 
destiny Is quite llkely*to fall with Its 
skull-and-crossbones upward for us ; if 
we do not fall, then Democracy and 
Liberty will come out of the crucible 
covered with glory. The result Is 
Inevitable.
